Beer 
la mind that this in 
s government of delegated powers,that 
on powers not expressly granted are 
reeerved to the State« and the people 
thereof: th at 
the Federal 
Govern* 
ment is without power to pass a sta­ 
tute punishing murder or arson or lar­ 
ceny or any other crime eoromttted 
within the borders of e S tate; that all 
those are questions for the State gov­ 
ernments and 
must be punished 
in 
State courts under State lews. 
That being the case, sir, when we 
come 
to construe any article of the 
Constitution or to teet any law pro­ 
posed to be enacted In pursuance there 
of, we most find the authority for the 
enactment of that statute within the 
four corners of the constitutional pro­ 
vision 
which 
It la 
claimed 
gives 
authority for the statute. 
With that, 
by way of preliminary, I call atten­ 
tion to the language of the eighteenth 
amendment: 
•‘After one year from the ratifica­ 
tion of this article the manufacture, 
sale, or transportation of intoxicating 
liquor* within, the importation there­ 
of into, or the exportation thereof from 
the United 
States 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof for 
beverage purposes Is hereby prohibited. 
The language of the Constitution 
prohibits 
the manufacture and sale 
for beverage purposes. 
If extends 
not one fraction of a shadow beyond 
the 
manufacture 
and sale and us* 
of intoxicants for beverage purposes, 
and any 
use of intoxicating 
liquor 
which is not for beverage purposes 
has not been prohibited by the Con­ 
stitution of the United States. 
In view 
of that language of the 
Constitution let ua examine the lan­ 
guage of the bill. 
If provides: 
"That only spirituous and vinous 
liquor may he prescribed for medlcul 
purposes, and all permits to ptuucrtho 
and persrrlpUona for any other liquor 
shall be void. No physician shall pro­ 
scribe, nor shall 
any 
prruan sell or 
furnish on any prescription any vinous 
liquor that contains move than 24 per 
cent of alcohol by volume.’* 
Observe the 
language, that only 
spirituous 
and vinous 
liquor* 
may 
be prescribed for medical purposes. In 
•ther words, the bill roads exactly as 
though Its provision were that beer, 
ale, and similar liquors shall not bo 
prescribed 
by any physician for the 
care of the sick. What has that to do 
with 
beverage 
purpose»? 
By what 
stretch 
of the language of the Con 
stltution 
can the 
proponents of the 
| bill claim that the inhibition upon 
doctor against the prescription of beer 
and port and ale for the sick people 
la a prescription 
for beverage pur 
poses? It will strain the ingenuity of 


j any court to find a line of reasoning 


1 which would 
justify this wrenching 
of the Constitution 
and the usurpa­ 
tion by the Congress of rights never 
; granted to the Federal Government and 
never intended 
to l>e granted by the 
American 
people 
who adopted the 
Constitution. 
Mr. President, I did not vote for 
this constitutional amendment. I was 
not greatly interested, however, in the 
question of prohibition or non-prohi­ 
bition. 1 regarded the question aa one 
to be settled by the several States. 
I 
did not believe as to this proposition, 
as I did not believe in regard to anoth­ 
er, that It waa the bnaineaa of the peo­ 
ple of one State to seek to control the 
affaire of the people of another State. 
I believe that 
the people of the re­ 
spective 
Btatee 
could be trusted to 
govern their own affairs and that the 
morals of Congress and of the Federal 
Government are not better 
the 
morals of the States' general assem­ 
blies and of the State's government 
But the constitutional amendment was 
adopted. 


I offered no opposition to the Vol­ 
stead Act, extreme as It w as; at least 
I made no serious effort to obstruct 
Its passage. I waa willing then, and 1 
am willing now that we shall try out 
this prohibition question, that we shall 
teat it thoroughly, and 
that after a 
thorough test, if It shall be proven a 
success and be acceptable to our peo­ 
ple, it shall be permitted 
to remain. 
Ou the other hand, if it fills the coun­ 
ty with 
illicit stills, 
if it floods the 
country with illicit whiskey, as it Is 
doing now, if It produces an army of 
aples and informers, if it proves det­ 
rimental to the welfare of the people, 
then In good time the people will de­ 
mand Its repeal. 
But air, how any 
man can stand 
upon this floor and say that It was 
ever contemplated 
when this consti­ 
tutional 
amendment 
was 
adopted 
that the word “beverage” could be so 
far wrenched from Its natural mean­ 
ing m to cover the prescription of a 
physician 
made in good 
fhlth to a 
tick person Is beyond my ken or my 
powers of imigination. That will not 
make a difference to aome of the pro* 
poaents of the bill, hat It ought la 
make a difference to aome of the mem- 
of the Senate.
